Mys'ery Surrounding Life of 
John. Perkins Cleared, 


HERE TO BE NEAR HIS SOK 


Mrs. H. B. Wingard, Divorced Wife, 
Tells of Meeting Between Former 
Husband and His Boy. 


While the coroner and undertakers 
Were searching yesterday to solve the 
mystery in the death of John Perkins, a 
silver-haired and sorrow-stricken man 
of 60 years, there came the charge from 
his divorced wife, Mrs. H. B. Wingard, 
of 36 Capitol avenue, that Perkins had 
come to Atlanta under an assumed 
name for the purpose of kidnaping 
her 12-year-old son. 

“The man of mystery’”’ had come to 
Atlanta two weeks ago, and had taken 
board, under the name of Moses, at 23 
Washington street—just a block from 
the home of his former wife. Here he 
was stricken with indigestion Wednes- 
day night and died within a few min- 
utes, his last words being a confession 
that his name was not Moses, but Jehn 
Perkins, of Nashville, Tenn. 

Mystery Cleared by Wife. 

Nothing further was known of him, 
and he lay at Harry Poole’s undertak- 
ing place without friend or mourner 
till Thursday morning, when Mrs. Win- 
gard appeared to clear up the mystery 
of his life. 

Many years into the past her story 
goes, and it throbs with human inter- 
est and the pathos of a disappointed 
life. Married when she was only 14 
years old, while he was nearly 40, her 
wedded life with John Perkins had 
been wrecked, and had ended in the 
divorce court four years ago. The 
court awarded her the custody of their 
two children; Paul, who is now 16 
years old, and Robert, 12. 

Kidnapped Other Son. 

Though happy marital life seemed 
impossible for the pair, they both loved 
dearly their two children. When the 
court gave the mother their possession, 
John Perkins brooded over his sorrow 
and forgot himself in work for a while, 
being a traveling salesman for the 
Woodruff Broom company, of Nash- 
ville. * 
““TW6 Vears ag6é hé Carte to Attanta; 
however, and is said to have kidnapped 
his oldest son from his wife, who was 
then Hving at 86 East Hunter street, 
and had married again. The kidnap- 
ing was very sensational, and held 
the newspaper columns for sevéral 
days. Paul was taken by his father to 
Savannah, and then to Hillsboro,. Ga., 
where he has been living with his aunt, 
Mrs. Lela Alexander. , 

Three times within the past year, 
suys Mrs. Wingard, Mr. Perkins had 
come to Atlanta and had. met Robert, 
their youngest child, as he went daily 
to and from the Crew street school 
and had twice asked him if he didn't 
want to go to Savannah to be with 
his brother, Paul. He had never at- 
tempted to come to her home and had 
never even spoken to his former mate. 
now the wife of another man. But 
the son he seemed to love, and his 
heart yearned to take him away to 
where he could have him all to him- 
self. 

Sealed Lips of Child. 

On his last visit to Atlanta, which 
was brought to an abrupt end by his 
death. he had seen Robert several 
times but had made the child promise 
not to tell his mother. 

She thought once she 
she wasn't sure, and the 
news she had was when she read in 
the Thursday morning paper that a 
“man of mystery” had died, with the 
dying confession that his name was 
Perkins and not Moses. 

She hurried to the undertakers’ and 
ldentified the body as that of her for- 
mer husband, and paid the first trib- 
ute that the life suddenly ended had 
received—a tribute to his love for his 
son,

Yearned to Have Sons. 

“Sometimes I thought that maybe 
he wanted to steal my children just 
to cause sorrow and anguish to me,” 
said Mrs. Wingard. “But I suppose 
he really did love them, and with noth- 
ing else in life to live for, sorrowful] 
and growing old, he yearned to have 
his sons close» to him.” 

The body of sontn Perkins will re- 
main at Poole’s chapel until communi- 
cations are received from his sister. 
Mrs. Alexander, and other relatives 
In Nashville, but it is probable that it 
will be taken to his boyhood home in 
Hillsboro, Ga., for burial.

young lady. All of the parties are 
prominently connected, Mcintyre be- 
ing a son of the late s. V. McIntyre 
and Sims a son of James Sims. They 
are cousins and have many relations 
in this city. 

After the shooting McIntyre went to 
his home. eriff Gormto and Deputy 
Parrish have gone to vusley and will 
probebly arrest Mcintyre and bring 
him here.

In attempting to ride his bicycle 
through a maze of traffic at Decatur 
and Pratt streets yesterday afternoon 
about 3:30 o’clock J, P. Tittlebaum, 
aged 25 years, of 67 Kelly street, was 
knocked down by an automobile 
truck. He Was carried to Grady hos- 
pital unconscious and tn a dying con- 
dition. 

Besides dnternal injuries, he was 
badly bruised and wounded about the 
head and upper body. He gatned con- 
sciousness long envugh at the hos- 
pital to murmur his name and address, 
relapsing again into unconsciousness. 

The truck is operated by the L. W. 
Rogers company from their warehouse. 
The driver, G. W. Brooks, a 30-year- 
old negro, of 270 Rhodes street, was 
arrested by Policeman Whitly. He 
was locked up at police headquarters 
on the charge of suspicion. - 

Tittlebaum was riding a bicycle when 
struck. Eyewitnesses and the negro 
chauffeur attribute the accident to 
congested traffic. At the corner of 
Pratt street a maze of vehicles, in- 
cluding two automobile trucks, were 
massed together at the narrow point. 
The Rogers truck and a similar ma- 
chine, according to the statement of 
eyewitnesses, hecame jammed together, 
leaving only a small space between, 

It is said that Tittlebaum attempted 
to pass between the trucks. Brooks 
declares he was driving his machine 
in low gear at a speed not greater 
than 6 miles an hour. As the injured 
man tried to pass through the narrow 
opening Brooks veered his machine to- 
ward the curbing. As he did so a pedal 
on Tittlebaum’s wheel struck a wheel 
of the truck. He was thrown under 
the car and dragged several feet. 
Neither of the wheels passed over him. 

The injured man was knocked un- 
conscious instantly. It ts not believed 
he will live through the night.

Moore and J. W. Kea, of the South 
Coast Detective. agency, following an 
investigation in the death of Jim King, 
a wealthy Jones county planter who 
was alleged to have commited suicide 
while out on a hunting trip on Decem- 
ber 12. 

King’s body was not found until the 
next day and was lying about nine- 
teen feet from the spot where he was 
shot, still guarded by his faithful dog. 

The detectives yesterday interviewed 
the widow and denounced the murder- 
er in her presence while Wilburn was 
listening. They declare that Wilburn 
fled and his arrest followed. 

He was first lodged in the Jones 
county jail but feeling is said to have 
been aroused to such a pitch that it 
was considered unsafe to permit him 
to remain there and he was brought 
to Macon along with a negro, Jesse 
Barber, who is held as a witness, 

Sensational developments are ex- 
pected and there may be still other 
arrests to follow. 


MILEAGE RULES 
BEING FOUGHT 


Commerce Commission Starts 
Hearings at Charleston 
Today. 


Charleston, S C., December 26.— 
Representatives of a number of South- 
ern railroads are in this city tonight 
for the purpose of attending a hearing 
before Commissioner Franklin K. Lane 
of the Interstate Commerce commis- 
sion tomorrow on the regulations es- 
tablished by the railroads governing 
the issuance and sale of mileage 
books. 

The hearing grows out of a law 
enacted by the South Carolina general 
assembly at its session last January 
compelling railroads in South Caro- 
lina to take up mileage coupons on 
trains instead of requiring holders of 
mileage books to exchange coupons 
for tickets before boarding trains. 

Following the passage of this law, 
the railroads of this state issued new 
regulations, doting away with the in- 
terchangeible mileage book and com- 
pelling users of mileage books to have 
separate books for each railroad over 
which they would travel on an intra- 
state journey. 

Opposition to these regulations led 
the state railroad commission to in- 
stitute proceedings before the Inter- 
state commission with a view to deter- 
mining whether the regulations are 
fair and equitable. More than eighty 
railroads in the south have been asked 
to have representatives at the hear- 
ing which begins tomorrow and which 
may last several days.

Judge Anderson Charges in the 
Dynamite Case 


VERDICT WILL COME TODAY 


After Delivering Case to Jury, Judge 
Anderson Immediately Ad- 
journed Court. 


Indianapolis, Ind., December 26.— 
Whatever is to be the outcome of the 
three months’ “dynamite conspiracy” 
trial,in which forty labor union offi- 
clalg are accused of complicity in the 
McNamara plots to destroy property, 
including the wrecking of -The Los 
Angeles Times building, when twenty- 
one persons were killed, now rests 
with the jury. 

Federal Judge Albert B. Anderson, 
a few minutes after 5 o'clock tonight, 
instructed the jury and ordered it to 
retire. The court then adjourned un- 
til 9:30 a. m, tomorrow, thus preclud- 
ing the return of the verdicts before 
that time, should they be found. 

All the verdicts, while separate as 
to each defendant, are to be returned 
at one time. 

How Long Will Judy Be Out? 

“How long wiill the jury be out?” 
was the question asked as the jurors 
filed out. A basis for a belief that 
verdicts would not be reached when 
court opens tomorrow, and that the ju- 
rors may require a much longer time, 
was foundinthe court’s instruction to 
“carefully weigh all the evidence in 
the case.” It has required almost 
twelve weeks to introduce the evi- 
dence, 

The defendants who await the out- 
come include Frank M, Ryan, president 
of the International Association of 
Bridge and Structural Iron Workers, 
of which John J. McNamara, the con- 
fessed dynamiter, was once secretary; 
various executive board mebers of 
that union; Herbert §. Hockin, ac- 
cused as an accomplice of Ortle BE. Mc- 
Manigal, another confessed dynamiter; 
Alaf A. Tveitmoe, secretary of the Cal- 
ifornia Building Trades Council; Eu- 
gene A. Clancy, San Francisco, and J. 
E. Munsey,- Salt Lake City, Utah. The 
charged with 
promoting the Los Ahgeles explosion. 

Charged With Conspiracy 

These men are not charged under 
the federal laws with personally 
causing any .explosions. They are 
charged with conspiracy to violate 
federal laws and with aiding in an 
illegal transportation of dynamite and 
nitroglycerin on a passenger train. 

In closing his argument to the jury 
District Attorney Miller again re- 
ferred to the argument 
Etates Senator Kern, counsel for the 
defendants. Senator Kern had left the 
city, saying he was going to Wash- 
ington. 

“The Los Angeles Times building 
explosion was called the crime of the 
century,” said Mr. Miller, “but the 
real crime of the century was this 
damnable conspiracy. It would be an 
everlasting disgrace to our country 
and to our civilization if these forty 
conspirators are not convicted. 

“Gentlemen of the Jury, a United 
States senator, sworn to uphold the 
laws of his country, has dared to stand 
before you in defense or these enemies 
of the republic. You should find 
these conspirators guilty and put 
your seal of condemnation upon such 
conduct by a United States senator.” 


Charge of the Judge. 


After stating the substance of the 
various offenses charged and men- 
tioning the nation-wice strike of the 
iron workers’ union, which, the gov- 
ernment charged was the motive for 
100 explosions on the work of con- 
tractors who refused to recognize the 
union, Judge Anderson in his instruc- 
tions said: 

“It was not unlawful for the struc- 
tural iron workers to organize the 
union to which they belong. It is not 
unlawful for the defendants to be 
members of that or any other labor or- 
ganization. Men have the right to use 
their combined power through such 
organizations to advance their intere- 
ests in any lawful way; but they have 
no right to use this power in the viola- 
tion of the law. Organized labor is 
not on trial here, nor is the right of 
labor to organize an issue, but mem- 
bers of labor organizations owe the 
same obedience to the law and are 
liable to the same punishment for its 
violation as persons who are not mem- 
bers of such organizations. 

“The defendants are not on trial for 
causing the various explosions, and the 
consequent loss of life and property 
throughout the Untted States, shown by 
the evidence. They are on trial for 
the offenses charged in the indictment. 
Evidence of these explosions, together 
with the facts and circumstances sur- 
rounding them, were permitted to go 
in evidence before you, because they 
tend to show the community of pur- 
pose, the concert of mind and action, 
which is an essential ingredient of the 
offenses charged, and they should be 
considered by you upon that issue 
alone. 

What the Evidence Shows. 


“The evidence in this case shows 
that in August, 1905, there was a con- 
troversy between the International As- 
sociation of Bridge and Structural Iron 
workers and the American Bridge com- 
pany over the open and closed shop 
question; that in said month the in- 
ternational declared a general strike 
against.the American Bridge company, 
and that this strike has never been 
settled. If vou find from the evidence 
that in orde: to carry out the purposes 
of the international the defendants, or 
two or more of them, entered into a 
conspiracy to destroy with dynamite or 
nitroglycerin the property of the 
American Bridge company and other 
open shop concerns, or the structures 
which they were erecting In various 
states of the union, and if you find 
that such conspiracy to destroy such 
property included as a necessary step 
in the accomplishment of such de- 
struction the unlawful transportation 
of dynamite and nitroglycerin upon 
the vehicies of common carriers en- 
gaged at the time in the transportation 
of passengers from a place in one 
state to a place or places in another, 
or other states of the United States, 
and if you further find that such de- 
struction of property was accomplished

Explosion at Panama Had No 
Reference to President 


Police Explain That Explosion Was 
the Result of Feud of Busi- 
ness Men. 


Panama, December 26.—An explosion, 
Supposed to have been of dynamite, at 
10:30 last evening, knocked over an 
ice cream booth at the corner of Cen- 
tral avenue and L street, some two 
miles away from the National theater, 
where at that hour President Taft was 
Gancing at the ball given by President 
Porras, of Panama. 

President Taft was unaware of the 
occurrence. No other damage was 
Caused by the explosion, and there was 
mo excitement here over the affair, in 
connection with which two men were 
arrested. 

No plot is suspected by the mem- 
bers of the secret service or by the 
Panama police. 

Caused by Business Rivalry. 

Washington, December 26.—An ex- 
Plosion in the park opposite the Tivoli 
hotel, which occurred while President 
Taft was attending a dance given in 
his honor at the National theater at 
Panama last night, is reported in dis- 
patches to the Panaman legation here 
today to have been the outgrowth of 
business rivalry between two mer- 
chants in the vicinity. 

The dispatches state that the explo- 
sion occurred outside the district tra- 
versed by President Taft, which was 
guarded by a line of police from the 
Stet'cn to the National theater. 

“While President Taft was at the 
@ance an explosion occurred at de Les- 
seps plaza, in front of the Hotel Tivoll, 
and blew up the newsstand at the 
hotel,” says the dispatch to the lega- 
tion 

“The cause of the explosion is be- 
ileved ts have been jealousy and re- 
yvenge between two Spanish rivals in 
business.” 

Minister Valdes gave out at the lega- 
tin cere today official reports from 
his government, stating that the min- 
ister of forcian affairs had reported the 
matter to President Taft, who was con- 
vinced that the explosion had been in 
Lo way cunneccted with his presence in 
the city.

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ASKS MORE POWER 
FOR HEALTH BOARD 


Large Fund Needed to Help Fight 
Epidemics in State, Says 
Secretary Roy Harris. 


FOUR CASES AT MIDVILLE; 
TWO DEATHS ON WEDNESDAY 
Waynesboro, Ga., December 26.— 
Spectal)—Telephonic cammunication 
from Midville in reference to the 
meningitis epidemic states that 
there are four cases on hand now, 
two white ladies, Mrs. George and 
Mrs. Owens, who are convalescing, 
and two negroes. One suspected 
case is reported for yesterday and 
two deaths. Dr. H. A. Macaulaw 
will go to Midville from Waynes- 


boro for the city to investigate con- 
ditions relative to relieving the 
quarantine which has been rigidly 
enforced since last Sunday by both 


county and city. 


Dr. H. F. Harris, secretary of the 
state board of health, announced gn 
Thursday that he will request the 
board to petition the next legislature 
to pass a law which will give the 
board of health broader prérogatives 
in the handling of epidemics, such as 
tne recent outbreak of cerebro-spinal 
meningitis at Midville, and at the same 
time to grant the board a larger fund 
with which to fight disease. 

This is not the first time that the 
legislature has been importuned upon 
these questions, appeals having been 
made on numeroug former occasions, 
both directly to the legislature and 
through the governor, but it is the 
hope of the board secretary that 
through the publicity the status of the 
boarg has reecntly gained by reason 
of the Midville incident the need for 
more power and more money may be 
impressed upon the legislators to bet- 
ter advantage than has been the case 
in the past. 

Much of the criticism of the board 
in the present instance, thinks Dr. 
liaris, has come about through a gen- 
eral lack of understanding of just how 
badly the hands of the department are 
tied. While the act which established 
the board, says Dr. Harris, apparently 
Zives the board all necessary power 
properly to conduct its work, it is in 
reality almost completely handicapped 
because of old provisions for handling 
situations and work which should 
rightfully come within the jurisdiction 
of the board. The board was shorn 
of practically every prerogative ex- 
cept the right of declaring a quaran- 
tine, even prior to the controversy be- 
tween the board and the city of At- 
lanta during the yellow fever trouble, 
at which time the city carried it& case 
to the supreme court, with the result 
that the court decided the board did 
not have the right to declare a state 
quarantine, 

It is the belief of Dr. Harris, how- 
ever, that the board will be in a posi- 
tion to do better work next year than 
at any time in the past, since the 
year’s appropriation will enable the 
board to pay another man tor his full 
time in the office, employ Dr. R. E. 
Park for special work, such as his re- 
cent service at Midville, and wipe out 
the board's indebtedness, piacing it on 
a firmer financial footing for future 
progress. 

In discussing the criticism of the 
board, with which Dr. Hastings Wy- 
man, of Aiken, S. C., ils credited in the 
newspapers, Dr. Harris said that such 
criticisms were due to a lack of un- 
derstanding of the board’s handicaps. 

“The conception is general,’ he said, 
“that the board is empowered and 
financed by the states as it should be, 
and for this reason it is not infre- 
quently the case that the board is 
scored for deliberate inactivity when 
in reality it is powerless to act.” 

Dr. Benedict’s Report. 

The result of the investigation by 
the state board of health into the cere- 
bro-spinal meningitis epidemic at Mid- 
ville was officially reported to Govern- 
or Brown Thursday In a communica- 
tion from Dr. E. C. Benedict, president 
of the board. The report shows that 
out of eighteen cases of meningitis, 
twelve deaths resulted, eleven of the 
victims being negroes. Dr. Benedict 
states that the situation ig under con- 


tro d that he is keeping in daily 

touch wi it. The report follows: 
“Athens, Ga., December 24, 1912 

“The Hon. Joseph M. Brown, Governor, Atlanta: 

‘My Dear Governor: 1 returned from Au- 
gusta this afternoon and beg to make you the 
following report as to past and present conditions 
in Burke county as to the epidemic there. Two 
weeks ago there developed on the Inman place, 
9 miles east of Midville, two cases of cerebro- 
spinal meningitis, which place is operated by 
Mr. Neely, of Waynesboro, and who employs 
over 200 négro hands. . 

“Five cases developed rapidly there with 
quick deaths. There was no efficient quaran- 
tine employed, if any at all, and there appeared 
other cases in portions of the county at once. 
The disease was very virulent and with but 
one physician to eare for the patients. He did 
@s well as he could, but the disease was of 
a malignant type, and as*a result he secon 
worked himeelf down and had to leave. 

“We had been furnishing antitoxin as freely 
as desired and in sufficient quantit'es, so far 
as I can ascertain. My first knowledge of the 
trouble came from Dr. Harrie Thursday evening, 
December 19. He informed me that he had been 
furnishing serum and had advised a rigid quar- 
antine. This has proven effective in past eit- 
uations of this kind, enabling local doctors to 
promptly control the trouble. 

‘‘In Burke county there was a lack of physi- 
Clans to properly handle the epidemic, but this 
was not ascertained until there had heen ten 
deaths. Under the law controlling the state 
board of health we have neither authority nor 
money to provide services of phyelicians, but I 
instructed Dr. Harris to have Dr. Park, our new 
man for publicity, and who was in ton tak- 
ing a especial course, to proceed once to 
Midville. 

“On Sunday, finding that the eituation was 
more acute than we had known, I ordered Dr. 
Harris to proceed at once to Miodville, make an 
investigation and report to the executive come- 
mittee in Augusta. His report showed that Dr. 
Kershaw, of Augusta, who had been sent dwn 
by Mr. Neely, had established a quarantine; 
that affaires were quiet as to Midville and Burke 
county, and that there were no new cases. 

‘The fatalities, with one exception, were ail 
among negroes. The white patient died at a 
sawmill 5 miles from the Neely farm. Two 
sisters, who came from Aljiken, S. C., developed 
meningitis, but are now recovering. 50 far, 
there have been eighteen cases with twelve 
deaths. There are now six cass under treat- 
ment. 

‘**Thre have been no new cases or deaths since 
Monday morning. Dr. Park is on the ground 
with instructions to enforce a rigid quarantine 
against @ach case and to assist the local phy- 
Sicilans in every way possible. 

‘I feel that the disease is under control. 
I will keep in daily touch with conditions through 
Dr. Park and if the need should develop will 
not hesitate to call on the marine gervice, but 
I do not believe that this will be necessary.

HEALTH BOARD CRITICISED 
BY PHYSICIAN OF AIKEN 

Augusta, Ga., December 26.—Dr. 
Hastings Wyman, of Alken, in an in- 
terview criticises the Georgia state 
board of health for inactrrvity In the 
Midville meningitis eptdeme and the 
railroads for hauling aw..y some 200 
panic-stricken people when he asked 
them not to do so. 

Dr. Wyman attributes the spread of 
the disease to the fact that it was 
brought to Midville trom Florida by a 
negro. He died, and when his funeral 
was held the negroes of the communl- 
ty flocked to the home. In a few 
days they were victims. 

Dr. Wyman criticised the Georgia 
state board of health for its inac- 
tivity in the epidemic. Had the 
proper steps been taken and assist- 
ance sent there would not have been 
so serious a situation, he says. 

Dr. Wyman commented upon the 
fact that the only two physicians who 
were there when the situation was at 
its worst were two South Carolinians, 
himself and Dr. Kershaw. 

Meningitis Under Control. 

The cerebro-spinal meningitis epi- 
demic near Midville, Ga, is now under 
control, and litt!:, if any, further 
trouble is expected, according to a re- 
port received Thursday night by Dr. 
H. F. Harris, ecretary of the state 
board of health, from Dr. E. R. Park, 
the board’s representative at the scene 
of the trouble. 

Dr. Park reported two more sus- 
pected cases, which are all that have 
been discovered since Saturday night, 
and these are being treated. The 
three “cases which already existed are 
in good shape, according to Dr. Park’s 
report. 

Dr. Park also reported that a closer 
quarantine has been drawn about the 
infected district, and it is not be- 
lieved that the disease will spread fur- 
ther.

Alleged That the Kellogg Company 
Violates Anti-Trust by. Con- 
trolling: Prices. 


Detroit, December 26.—The Kellogg 
Toasted Corn Flake company is alleged 
to be violating the Sherman law, in a 
petition In equity, filed in the United 
States district court here today by or- 
der of Attorney General Wickersham 
to settle for all time the extent to 
which a manufacturer may control re- 
tail prices. The company and its offi- 
cers engaged in the manufacture of 
Kellogg’s toasted corn flakes are 
charged with fixing prices at which the 
flakes are sold to retailer and consum- 
er, preventing competition, which 
would reduce the price to the public, 
and creating a monopoly by concentrat- 
ing the entire interstate traffic in this 
commodity in the hands of jobbers and 
retailers who abide by price agree- 
ments exacted by the defendants. It is 
alleged that the defendants have in- 
voked the patent laws through the 
use of a patented carton in which the 
flakes are packed as a “mere subter- 
fuge and device’ to escape the pro- 
visions of the Sherman law. The gov- 
ernment asks for injunctions to pre- 
vent the company, its officers and 
agents from controlling the price of 
the breakfast food after it leaves the 
hands of the manufactwrer. 

The following are named as defend- 
ants: 

Kellogg Toasted Corn Flake company, 
and Will K. Kellogg, Wilfred C. Kel- 
logg and Andrew Rose, respectively 
president, secretary and general man- 
ager of the company, all of Battle 
Creek, Mich. 

The petition, filed by United States 
Attorney Clyde I. Webster, was drawn 
by James A. Fowler, special assistant 
to the attorney general, and is regard- 
ed by the government as of vast im- 
portance because of its bearing upon 
the right of a manufacturer to contro) 
prices to the consumer. 

It is alleged that the company sells 
only to jobbers, refusing absolutely to 
deal directly with consumers or with 
the retail trade. The commodity, ac- 
cording to the petition, is sold to job- 
bers at a uniform price under an agree- 
ment that the jobbers will sell to re- 
tailers at a price fixed by the defend- 
ants. The defendants are charged with 
Strictly enforcing the agreement of 
sale by absolutely refusing to deal 
with any jobber who fails to maintain 
the specified price. 

By the use of‘a patented carton, the 
defendants are alleged to control the 
price at which retailers sell to con- 
sumers. It is pointe@ out that a notice 
signed by the Kellogg Corn Flake com. 
pany is printed on a flap of the carton 
in which the flakes are packed, stating 
that the package and its contents are 
sold conditionally with the distinct un- 
derstanding that they will not be re- 
tailed at less than 10 cents per pack- 
age. For selling at less than that 
price the vendor is warned by the no- 
tice that he is Hable to prosecution as 
an infringer of patent rights. 

The government Insists that the pat- 
ented carton can afford no protection 
in attempting to fix re-sale prices by 
retailers because, it is alleged: 

The carton was not, in fact, patent- 
able, as all of its material features 
had long been tin use before the pat- 
ent was issued; the value of the carton 
is negligible, the contents alone being 
desired by the purchaser: the defend-

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STOLEN IN NEW YORK

| general in New York that the total 


value of automobile property stolen in 
the city during the past five years ex~- 
ceeds $1,000,000. Less than half the 
number of cars stolen have Leen re- 
covered and the situation is said to be 
growing so acute that automobile in- 
surance companies have leagued t0- 
gether to hire private detectives to 
run down the robbers. 

By actual count 110 cars have been 
stolen during the past year. Numef- 
ous arrests have been made with but 
few convictions. The police departe 
ment has adopted a drastic method of 
taking a census of all the cars in the 
questionable garages in the city and 
each day every policeman is furnished 
with descriptions, of cars stolen during 
the previous twenty-four hours.

$350,000,000 TO BE RAISED 
BY TARIFF LEGISLATION 


Washington, December 26.—Between 


$325,000,000 and $350,000,000 will have 
to be raised by the tariff legislation 
of the next congress. This is the ba- 
sis on which the ways and means com- 
mittee is figuring the amount repre- 
senting what would have to be pro- 
vided for upon the elimination of the 
present Payne-Aldrich tariff law.

CEM. BER 
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WIFE KIDS BRUMBY 
TO MAKE GETAWAY 


Alleged Forger Escapes From Prison 
in Montgomery, 
Ala. 


Montgomery, Ala., December 26.— 
(Special.)—In an automobile believed 
to have been furnished by his wife, 
who visited him in prison a few hours 
before ne sawed his way to freedom, 
Ben Brumby, who is charged with be- 
ing the cleverest forger that ever 
worked in the south, sped away from 
Montgomery in the early hours this 
morning. Local police and Pinkerton 
Getectives have searched all day in 
Vain for a trace of either Brumby or 
his wife, and have pronounced the get- 
away one of the cleverest ever worked 
in this city. 

Brumby, who is well-known in At- 
janta, was arrested here last week, 
Charged with forgeries on Alex W. 
Smith and Theodore Hammond, two 
well-known Atlanta lawyers, after bur- 
glarizing their office in the Grant 
building to get blank checks and speci- 
mens of their handwriting. 

Brumby’'s sensational escape comes 
as a climax to his long and clever ca 
reer, extending over twenty years of 
time, since he fell from grace and be- 
came the black sheep of a well-known 
family. His latest “stunt” surpasses 
his attempt at freedom from the Mis- 
sourl state prison seven years ago. 
which resulted in one of the most ex- 
traordinary experiences of his turbu- 
lent career. 

Concealed in Wood Box. 

After being sentenced to a seven- 
year term for forgery, in the state pris- 
on at Jefferson City, Mo., Brumby con- 
ceived the idea of smuggling himself 
out of the prison in a wood box. On 
November 16, 1905, nine months after 
he entered the prison he hid himself 
in the wood box that was to be taken 
away. Fellow prisoners nailed up the 
box and it was loaded on a wagon and 
started away. 

At the gate of the penitentiary the 
horse grew balky and the box fell off 
the wagon, landing Brumby on his 
head, in which position he had to re- 
main for some time. In some way his 
Presence was detected, a slight noise 
coming from the box, and he was haled 
back to his cell and disciplined for 
his attempted escape. He was then 
serving his second term in the Jeffer- 
son City prison and he was later re.- 
leased on a commuted’ sentence. He 
has also served in the New York state 
prison. In 1911 he served a short term 
in the Fulton county camps. 

But no event of his career has at- 
tracted as widespread attention as the 
successful escape of last night. Mrs. 
Brumby, who is a former Memphis 
woman, visited her husband Wednes- 
day morning. She left her hotel in 
Montgomery in the afternoon and has 
not been seen since. Shortly after 
midnight Brumby with a clean, sharp 
saw, which the police believe his wife 
left him, sawed through the bars of 
his cell 

Takes Fellow Prisoner. 

In his dash for freedom Brumby took 
with him a fellow prisoner, Charles 
Jones, a young Butler county, Alabama, 
white man held on a‘ charge of arson. 
Climbing out the window they swung 
to the ground by a heavy electric wire 
and then scaled the jail wall, proba- 
bly without assistance. Four other 
prisohers in the same cells declare they 
heard no noises. A reward of $50 has 


been offered for the capture of each |’ 


of the escaped prisoners. 

Montgomery detectives are throwing 
out a network in the hope of finding 
trace of Mrs. Brumby and her husband 
They have evidence, though, that 
Brumby made his departure from the 
city in an automobile, which they be- 
lieve his wife had waiting for him 
outside the prison. 

Brumby is about 40 years of age, 
tall and slender and clean shaven. He 
has light, piercing eyes and shows the 
lines of dissipation. He was being 
held in the prison in default of a $5,000 
bond which was asked for his release. 
When requisition papers to Atlanta 
were honored by the governor last Sat- 
urday Brumby’s lawyers instituted ha- 
beas corpus proceedings, which result- 
ed in his being held here temporarily, 
and it was expected that before being 
taken to Atlanta he would have to an- 
sewer a charge of forgery in Birming- 
ham, Ala., where he was arrested two 
months ago and released on a $500 
bond.

Blease,” continued Governor 
Brown, “I think is to say the least, 
one of great impropriety.” 


CITY “NIGGARDLY,” 
SAYS PARK CHIEF 


“Commission and Park Man- 
ager Have Co-operated 
During Year.” 


The mayor and council is rapped by 
J. O. Cochran, president of Atlantas 
park board, in his annual report made 
public yesterday. The report charac- 
terizes the policy of the city towards 
its park syetem as “niggardiy” and 
unfair, and asks for more money for 
parks and playgrounds in 1913. 

The board has asked the city for 
$150,000 in the annual budget which 
was scheduled for discussion at the 
meeting Thursday afternoon. Presi- 
dent Cochran postponed the meeting 
until such time as the members make 
themselves acquainted with the budget 
and the needs of the department. 

Peace Reigns in Board. 

President Cochran calls attention to 
the close co-operation between the 
commission and Dan Carey, park man- 
ager, and refers to the improvements 
earried out during the year. He ask 
for $15,000 for a new cyclorama build- 
ing for Grant Park, and sufficient 
money to make an extensive enlarge- 
ment of the bathhouse at Piedmont 
lake. Attention is called to the fact 
that nearly 50,000 persons bathed at 
the park last summer, and that the 
accomodations were only’gufficient for 
$5,000 swimmers. 

During the year $1,200 was donated 
by the Georgia Railway and Power 
Company for music and animals, and 
$500 by the Fulton county commission. 
ers. The money was used in Grant 
Park. The Southern Bell Telephone 
Company assumed the obligation of 
praying for tree trimming during No 
vember and December. 

President Cochran urges employ- 
ment of landscape engineers for park 
beautification. The commission blames 
the condition of the roads in Grant 
Park on the lack of funds to build an 
auxiliary sewer to carry off the storm 
water. 

The zoo is in better condition than 
any other time, according to the re- 
port, but the city is urged to build a 
larger range for herbivorous animals. 

Large Apprepriation Asked. 

The report directs attention to the 
exceedingly small appropriation § for 
Piedmont park, which delayed the 
plans of the commission to a great 
extent. The city council is urged to 
develop Lakewood and make the lake 
one of the most attractive inland bath- 
ing beaches in the country. Recom- 
mendation is made to council to sell 
the R. F. Maddox park because it is 
not suited for park purposes, but Is 
ideal for manufactories. 

The president points with pride to 
the attractiveness of Howell park and 
attributes its popularity to the care- 
ful manner in which it has been looked 
after by the residents in that section 
of the city. 

President Cochran declares that the 
city is neglecting a solemn obligation 
by not buying more small parks. He 
u. ‘es the city to buy small parks, ex- 
plairning that the large parks are suf- 
ficient to acccmodate halfa million p3oe- 
ple. He urges establishing a neigh- 
borhood park in the second ward and 
another in the first ward. 


J. J. GRIFFIN IS DEAD

tive of Gordon county in the Georgia 
legislature, died here today at his home 
near Oostanaula, after an illness of 
several months.

He was 
sixty years old and is survived by his 
wife, one son and three daughters.

Distriution tn Atlanta. 

Up to. Monday morning regulars and 
extras gave practically all their time 
to dispatching mail matter to other 
points, but Monday morning the cur- 
rent changed, and the postoffice em- 
ployees turned their attention to dis- 
tribution in Atlanta of the hourly in- 
letters, cards, packages and 
parcels. 

Tuesday proved the heaviest and 
biggest day, but with dawn Wednes- 
day morning the large working room 
was practically clean and ready for 
the handling of the. Christmas day 
mail. As the office opened for the day 
wagons and machines were parked at[ 
entrances on the four sides of the big 
postoffice building, while 100 extra 
men were on hand to aid the regular 
carriers and the extras in lugging out 
the mail matter not disposed of by 
wagons and machines.

ALASKA WANTS RAILWAYS 
AND CHEAP NATIVE FUEL 


Washington, December 26.—Alaska 
has prospered in many respects dur- 
ing the last year, according to Gov- 
ernor Walter E. Clarx, in his annual 
report submitted today to Secretary 
of the Interior Fisher. Governor 
Clark deplores, however, the present 
lack of railroad construction and of 
Cheav native fue. declaring that 
proper development of the territory’s 
resources demands adequate means of 
transportation and the opening up of 
the fuel resources. 

He asserts that “the residents gen- 
erally are willing to accept any meas- 
ure which will cause the fuel re- 
sources to be opened to development, 
so much so that the comparative ad- 
vantages of a fee system, a leasing 
plan or government operation have 
almost ceased to bé matters of dis- 
cussion.” 

A moderate decline in white popula- 
tion in.the last two years he at- 
tributes to “diminished activity in 
placer mining in the Interior valleys 
and in equal measure probably to 
inadequate land laws, to the remark- 
able public calumnies about Alaska, 
which’ have kept capital without its 
borders and to the failure of congress 
to lend necessary means of encour- 
agement to the development of a vir- 
gin region.” 

As to commerce Detween Alaska and 
the United States and with foreign 
countries, it was the largest last year 
in the history of the rerritory, total- 
ing almost $63,000,000.

Langford knocked out Sam McVey in 
the thirteenth round today in one of 
the fiercest heavyweight battles seen 
in Australia in years. 

Langford had the best of the fighting 
throughout.

SIXTY NE:GHBORS

As He Rides Down Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue in the In- 
augural Parade. 


Princeton, N. J., December 26.-— 
Down Pennsylvania avenue in Wash- 
Ington, as he rides with President 
Taft, President-elect Wilson will 
probably be escorted in the inaugural 
parade by sixty of his fellow towns- 
folk and nelghbors. Members of com- 
pany L, Second regiment of New Jer- 
sey national guard, already are get- 
ting new uniforms and preparing te 
participate in the inaugutrel parade as 
the personal escort of Mr. Wilson. 
This company was formed here by 
Colonel William Libbey, Princeton ‘77, 
now a member of the governor’s staff. 
In the parade two years ago, when 
Mr. Wilson became governor, they 
served as his personal escort. 

Mareus Farr, Princeton ‘982 and a 
professor of geology in the. university, 
is captain of the company, and it is 
composed for the most part of young 
men of the town whom Mr. Wilson 
has known for the last twenty years. 

The company for seven years held 
the state championship in marksman- 
ship. Though the president-elect has 
not yet made any announcement, the 
boys of company L feet sure they will 
be chosen. 

The governor algo has not yet de- 
cided what organization will lead the 
inaugural parade. He has had many 
requests from crack troops of a dozen 
or more military schoola throughout 
the country. 

Woed Arranges for Parade. 

Washington, December 26.--Major 
General onarg Wood, chief of staff 
of the army, who has just been named 
as chief marshal of the approaching 
inaugural paradé, has begun 
line his plans for a military, naval and 
civic demonstration. 

General Wood's purpose ig to make 
the Wilson inaugural parade as well- 
balanced as possible in the matter of 
the respresentation of the cavalry, in- 
fantry and artillery of the army, the 
blue jackets and marines of the navy, 
ang adequate and liberal representa- 
tion of the national guarg and a well- 
proportioned civic display. 

One of the features of the plan is to 
gather in Washington sevéral thousand 
troops from the various army posts, 
probably ag far west as Chicago and 
south to Atlanta, as well as the entire 
cadet corps and midshipmen battalion 
from their respective academies. Thig 
will involve the war department § in 
considerable expense, on account of 
transportation and ag that particular 
appropriation has been greatly reduced 
owing to recent extensive changes of 
station officers and troops, it may be 
necessary to apply to congress immedi- 
ately upon its reconvening next week 
for a deficiency appropriation.

TURKS TO REJECT 
BALKAN DEMANDS 


Nevertheless It Is Believed There 
Will Be No Resumption of 
Hostilities. 


London, December 26.—Both the 
Turks and the Balkan allies are stand- 
ing by their guns on the peace terms. 
Both declare it is impos@eible to recede 
from their positions. 

Nevertheless, those who think they 
know what is going on behind the 
scenes believe the probabilities of the 
conclusion of peace are greater than 
of the resumption of conflict, The ex- 


change of cipher dispatches between 
the administration at Constantinople 
and Rechad Pasha continues, but tre 
chief of the Turkish plenipotentiaries 
declines to divulge the nature of the 
reply he will present to the allies Sat- 
urday, when the conference reassem- 
bles at St. James Palace. It is un- 
derstood this will be as already out- 
lined, with the additional promise that 
Turkey will apply to the European 
territories remaining to her the re- 
forms which Count Von Berchthold. 
the Austro-Hungarian foreign minis- 
ter, proposed before the war. 

“While I eannot discuss the reply 
of the Ottoman government,” said 
Rechad Pashe tonight, “ncthing pre- 
vents me from saying that the terms 
the allies have proposed are absurd. 
They have produced this impression 
wherever heard, even outside of Turk- 
ish circles. It was never known that 
after the conclusion of an armistice 
one belligerent party could ask the 
ether to cede territory bravely de- 
fended and stil] resisting with hero- 
sm. 

“Why should we do this, especially 
when the Bulgarians had three re- 
verses at our hands just before the 
armistice, while the Greeks, who con- 
tinued to fight, were defeated both on 
land around Janina and at sea off the 
Dardanelles? 

“Turkey was induced to accept an 
armistice only on the adyice of the 
powers, in order to avoid useless car- 
nage on both sides. The same humani- 
tarian considerations led the Ottoman 
government to ask for the revictualing 
of the besieged towns, and might in- 
duce the government to yield certain 
conditions for the sake of peace. But 
there is a limit which the allies have 
far surpassed.” 

The allies, on the other hand, assert 
the armistice was arranged to give 
Turkey an opportunity of making 
peace terms without suffering further 
losses in the fleld, and they character- 
ize Turkey's talk of keeping Adriano- 

le, Janina and Scutari, and regaining 

loniki as simply laughable. General 
Danglis, the Greek chief of general 
staff, said: 

“Let them come and take Saloniki if 
they can. Even the dust of our ancient 
heroes would rise up to defend our 
rights.” 

The most optimistic of the Turkish 
military party profess confidence that 
the Bulgarians will never be able to 
force the Tchatalja lines, but that, on 
the contrary, with her present powerful 
army Turkey will free Adrianople in a 
fortnight, and, og that garrison to 
the main body, will take the offensive 
toward Philipopoplis and Saloniki.

Here are 
her directions for the use of’ onions: 

Eat plenty of them stewed, boiled, 
frieqg or raw. 

Keep the fumes of onions continu- 
ally permeating the atmosphere, 

Spreaqg onions in the alleys, on the 
lawn and any other place where they 
might do good. 

Dr. Walker said onions were par- 
ticularly effective against smallpox. 
The use of the vegetable in two cities 
at least has proven her contention 
to be correct, she said. 

“Madrid was one of the _ affected 
cities,”’ she said. “Some even had 
made the statement before the onions 
were used that the city would be de- 
populated by smallpox. The minister 
plenipotentiary assured me that the 
spread of the disease had been halted 
by the use of onions.”

Ducks. 


There are today more ducks ralfsed 
in Georgia and in the south than were 
ever known before tn all history. This 
condition of things has created a 
State of affairs in tne poultry iIndus- 
try that has no precedent. Hitherto 
duck eggs have been a drug on the 
commercial market. Almost the en- 
tire output of duck eggs were blue or 
dark in color and then they had an 
odor and taste that made them highly 
Objectionable for table use. These 
eggs, however, when used in cakes 
or in pastry were aiways in high fa- 
vor with those who xnew that they 
were richer than all other eggs. 

When the Indian Runner duck made 
its appearance this was all changed. 
Their eggs are pure white, have only 
a very slight duck odor and are the 
richest of all eggs. In the home they 
are beyond all other eggs for culinary 
purposes. Go into a soft drink est=b- 
lishment and ask for a auck egg milk- 
shake and you will never call for g 
hen eg@gshake if you can possibly ~et 
a white duck egg. 

Now our people have to be edu- 
cated up to the point where their 
will be recognized. It took 
about ten years for the Long Island 
duck breeders to teach the people of 
New York city the value of ducks and 
their eggs as a food product. At last 
they succeeded and toda” New York 
city and the cities that are closely 
in touch with the great city eat more 
ducks and duck eggs than—I think— 
any other cities in the wor!d. Mil- 
lions of ducks are rarsed every year 
by the Lone Island breeders, and yet 
the supply has in recent years never 
been equal to the demand. 

The southern peopie have always 
been fond of ducks as a table food, 
and before the farmers became cotton 
crazy ducks were bred on almost 
every farm in the south. Then there 
wes a change and largely this valu- 
able food product was neglected. The 
duck became a varietv on the south- 
ern farm. Now a revolution has oc-

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‘BUT HE CLIMBED HIGH 


London, December 28.—One of the 


most interesting self-made men in Lon- 


don is about to come into the Hmelight. 
This is G. S. Dicks, who, forty years 
ago, Was an omnibus conductor on a4 
salary of $7 a week, and who now !s 
one of the big figures in the contro} 
of the business in which he made his 
humble start—the London General Om- 
nibus company, which carries nine- 
tenths of the passenger traffic in 
London and takes $200,000 every week 
in fares of from one to ten cents. 

As joint traffic adviser to the com- 
pany Dicks controls its vast service of 
omnibuses and wiil be one of the lead- 
ers in a fight which is coming off soon 
between his organization and the mu- 
nicipality of London—the latier as 
owner of the metropolitan tramways 
whose business is being knocked into 
a cocked hat vy thé competition of 
the London General company. 

This powertul corporation which ab- 
sorbed its rivals in tne omnibus busi- 
ness a few years ago, is responsible 
for the introduction of the motor "bus, 
which at present dominates the traffic 
situation in London. Its advent has 
not proved an unmixed bDiessing. To 
begin with, it has proved a veritable 
Juggernaut, having, in the last nine 
months, Killed 118 people, and injured 
thousands of others. But this is not 
the head and front of its offending 
from the standpoint of the city tather 
of London. Means propably can be 
found of making the motor-vmnibus 
less deadly, but how it is to be dealt 
with as a deadiy rival to London's 
“trams” or electric street railway sys- 
tem ig a@ much more difficuit question. 

Being equaily speedy and indepen- 
dent of raiis the motor-bus can cover 
a given distance in three-fourths of 
the time that a tram will take, and Lon 
doners, having discovered this, are 
traveiing by motor-omnibus whenever 
possibie and giving the trains the go- 
by. And the trams for some years 
have been the property of the municl- 
pality. They are supported out of the 
“rates.” So the ratepayers, in travel- 
ing by motor-omnibus, are supporting 
a rival enterprise at the expense of 
their own. The municipality does not 
propose to take it lying down, and 
what looks like a war or extermination 
ig about to be waged between the 
London county council on the one side 
and the omnibus trust on the other. 

G. 5. Dicks will be in the thick of it. 
He is a thick-set, buiidog faced, clean 
shaven man of sixty odd, who is sel- 
dom to be found in his office near 
Lambeth bridge, being constantly or 
visits to different parts of the route 
of the 2,789 vehicles under his control. 
At the present he is emulating Br'er 
Rabbit. Not one word would he say 
about the present traffic situation 
when seen a day or two ago. 
now he prefers totalk about the past 
rather than the future of the omnibus 
business in London. 

Dicks became an omnibus conductor 
at 21 and remained one for nearly 
eleven years. These were the days of 
the old “knife-board” ‘buses, which 
were so called from the fact that the 
passengers who traveled on tcp sat 
in two rows of seats, back to back 


,against a sort of fence which ran 


lengthwise of the vehicle. 

“Do you remember the scene in the 
first act of ‘Milestonee’,” Mr. Dicks 
asked the interviewer, “where Ger- 
trude shocks Mrs. Rhead by predict- 
ing that girls will ride, one day, on 
to the tops of omnibuses?

A Field for the School Nurse. 
(Arthur Tracy Cabot, in The Novem- 
ber Atlantic.) 

In large cities the task of school in- 
spection is a large one, and since 2 
large proportion of the children be- 
long to a class in the community whe 
do not employ a family physician, 
school physicians must play a consid- 
erable part in any complete scheme. 
Even, however, in large places it has 
been found by increasing experience 
that more and more of the work can 
safely be delegated to nurses. So far 
as this. work has to do with the early 
discovery of tuberculous children many 
experienced physicians, expert in this 


| class of work, feel a greater rellanc,» 


upon the school nurse than upon the 
school physician. While the final de- 
cision as to the existence of tubercu- 
losis must be made by a physician, it 
is the watchful nurse, constantly 
among the children, who usually first 
discovers that the child is out of health 
and needs attention, 4nd so brings the 
ease to the physician for thorough ex- 
amination Many of the cases whick 
come under the head of anaemic, de- 
bilitated children show no signs of def- 
inite disease, and the close watchful- 
rece of the nurse is more likely to 
discover children in this class than the 
cursory observation of a school physi- 
cian passing his eye rapidly over many 
children. 


Honor. 
(Elizabeth Woodbridge, tn the Novem- 
ber Atlantic.) 


Honor has had countless local and 
temporary forms. For the ancient Ro- 
man it enjoined certain forms of cour- 
age and branded certain forms of 
cowardice, while at the same time it 
permitted hideous brutality toward the 
weak. For the mediaeval knight it 
prescribed in some respects an extrav- 
azant courtesy toward the weak, 
while in other ways it did not encour- 
age even a scant justice. Coming 
nearer to our own times, we find that 
honor among soldiers its one thing, 
among doctors another, among lawyers 
another, among “gentlemen” another, 
among business men yet another. It 
looks a little hopeless. Henry M. 
Stanley in his autobiography calls at- 
tention to this conflict of standards.

Bonfires to Blaze as President-Elect 
Journeys to Staunton Where 
He Was Born. 


Staunton, Va., December 26.—Visit- 

ors from various parts of the country 
began to arrive here today for the cel- 
ebration -in honor of the home-coming 
-Of President-elect Wilson. which will 
begin upon his arrival in Staunton to- 
morrow night, and conclude Saturday 
night. The arrival of every train aug- 
mented the crowd of visitors, and by 
tomorrow it is expected that the city 
will be thronged. 

Committees having in charge the 
Wilson celebration were busy today 
completing final] arrangements for the 
event, and providing accommodations 
for the visitors. The cit’ now is ready 
for the arrival of its distinguished son, 
and is prepared to accord him a hearty 
welcome. 

Every precaution has been taken to 
safeguard the president-elect. A 
large detective force is here, and po- 
licemen from other cities will assist 
in maintaining order. Word was re- 
ceived from Washington toda that 
twenty policemen from that city will 
be here tomorrow. 

To Guard Him From Cold. 

Precautions have also been taken to 
prevent the president-elect from 
catching cold during the big parade 
which he will review on Saturday. 

The reviewing stand will be inclosed 
with glass and heated. Mrs. Wilson 
will be tendered a reception Saturday 
afternoon by the local chapters of the 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion and the Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy. 

Plans were completed at Alexandria, 
Va., today, which will be the first stop 
by the president-elect on his way to 
Staunton, for tendering him a big re- 
ception. Governor Wilson will reach 
Alexandria at 3:30 o'clock tomorrow 
afternoon and will be met at the sta- 
tion by a delegation of city officials 
headed by Mayor Fisher. Although his 
train will stop only for a few minutes, 
it is expected that Mr. Wilson will 
make a brief address. The president- 
elect’s approach will be heralded by 
a big bonfire at Shooter’s Hill, which 
is just west of the railway station. 
along the route from Alexandria 
Staunton Mr. Wilson will be greetec 
by the glere of bonfires. 

Wilson Is Not Very Well.

She said tonight that 
while his health had ‘mproved, she had 
thought it a bit risky for him to make 
the trip to Staunton on account of the 
cold weather. 

Dr. J. M. Carnechan, the family phy- 
sician, saw the governor a few min- 
utes early in the day, but did not think 
another visit necessary until early to- 
morrow. It is unlikely that the gov- 
ernor will make any more automobile 
trips to and from Trenton in the cold 
weather, though his indisposition is 
believed to be as much the result of 
the quick change from the warm Ber- 
muda climate to frigid latitudes as to 
exposure. His digestion has not been 
of the best, either, since his return, 
and, coupled wit the effect of his 
long hours at the state house, it was 
feared at first that he was on the road 
to a severe breakdown.

by explosions of dynamite and nitro- 
welycerin in various places throughout 
the United States, and that the dyna- 
mite and nitroglycerin with which 
such explosions were produced, were 
as a matter of fact transported from 
state to state upon the. vehicles. of 
common carriers, engaged at the time 
in the carrying of passengers, as aver- 
red, then you will be authorized to find 
that a conspiracy was formed to trans- 
port dynamite and nitroglycerin un- 
lawfully, as charged in the _ indict- 
ment.” 


Illegal Transportation. 


Calling attention to the charges of 
illegal transportation, the court said: 

“You may find the defendants guilty 
upon all of the counts of the indict- 
ment upon which they are now upon 
trial, if you are satisfied beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt that the proofs justify 
it. Or you may find the defendants 
guilty upon any one or more of the 
counts of the indictment and not 
guilty upon the others:' You may. find 
any defendant guilty or not guilty, or 
you may find one or more of them 
guilty and the others not guilty. Be- 
fore you can find any of the defend- 
ants guilty you must be satisfied of his 
ugilt in manner and form as charged 
in some one of the counts of the in- 
dictment upon which they are on trial, 
beyond a reasonable doubt.” 

Of McManigal and Edward Clark, of 
Cincinnati, both of whom plead guilty 
and testified for the government, the 
court said their testimony “should be 
received with caution and scrutinized 
with care,” and added:
